It is presumed the
infractions of the agreement referred to
consisted of the retorted understanding
with Germany and the recent defensive
alliance entered into between the Trans-
vaal and the Orange Free State. Great
Britain claiming the right under the terms
of the convention to control the "foreign
relations" of the South African republics.
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TRIAL IX HOI Si: OF LORDS.

Important Cne Involving the Intimi-
dation of Laborer.

LONDON, March 25. A rather unusual
scene was witnessed In the House of Ixjrds
to-da- y. The case oi Flood and Taylor vs.
Allen, which has occupied the various
courts for two years' past, was for the sec-
ond time before their lordships. The bench
consisted of the lord chancellor, Ird Hals-bur- y,

and Lords Herschell. Watson. Ash-
bourne, MacNaughten, Morris, Shand. Da-ve- y

and James, of Hereford, the right hon-
orable judges of the high court. The case
is an important one to trades unions, as
It involves the question as to just what
constitutes "intimidation" in labor dispute?.
After the first hearing of the final appeal
to the lords the judicial members of thatbody were equally divided. In consequence
all the judges of the high court were sum-
moned to the rehearing of the case, which
opened to-da- y. It Was the first time in
seventeen years that ' the judges have as-
sisted at a trial in the House of Lords.
Such of the judges as were not members
of the house were arrayed in their robes.
They could only put questions .through a
memler of the house. They have the right
to read their, opinions at the end of theease, but are not allowed to vote.

The case was one brought by Flood and
Taylor, who recovered damages against
Allen, an official of the Boiler Makers'
Union, for bringing about their dismissal
fiom the Glegall Iron works. The plaintiffsalleprti that the defendant threatened to
withdraw all union men from these works
unless the plaintiffs, who were nonunion
men. were dismissed. The Glegall company,
having important time contracts to fulfill,
complied with the wishes of the union.
Flood and Taylor were dismissed. Theybrought their action against Allen and won.
The verdict was confirmed by the Court of
Appeals, then followed the appeal to the
lords.

sell, the American prima donna, in whom
Indianapolis has a growing interest, since
she is to appear at the music festival In
May. The article makes an appeal to the
feminine minds in its description of Miss
Russell's beautiful gowns. Says the Post:

"All Americans who believe in the prog-

ress of their people and their art must take
an interest in such brilliant examples of
talent and Industry as shown in Lillian
Nordica. Km ma Fames. Sibyl Sanderson
and Ella Russell. The latter, who is ac-

corded the honor of a reception at the
White House to-da- y. comes on her first
professional visit. She is heralded by a rep-
utation, not from England alone, but from
all Europe. Her versatility is so great that
she sings with equal success in opera, ora-
torio or concerts : and owing to her numer-

Trial vof Dr. Luis Ended.

WASHINGTON. March 25. There is talk

of sending General Stewart I Woodford,
of New York, to Cuba in the capacity of a
special commissioner representing the ad-

ministration, with instructions to acquaint
himself as fully as may be possible with
the exact conditions on the island. Secre-
tary Olney and President Cleveland wanted
to do this a year ago, but the Spaniards
would not listen to it, and indignant pro-

tests from Madrid were heard which could
not be ignored. Now, however. It is under-
stood that the Spanish look with less disf-

avor-on the proposition and that they are
willing to countenance it. They feel that
they have the rebellion so far beaten down
and the insurgents in such a frame of mind
that the result of the Investigation and in-

quiry by an impartial American commis-
sioner cannot be but favorable to them. If
General Woodford would go to Cuba he
would probably be expected to cross over
Into the insurgent territory and ascertain
the truth not only from the Spanish but
from the revolutionists point of view as
well. The mission, if it cculd be under-
taken on broad grounds, would be highly
important and would, in all probability,
pave a way to a complete restoration of
peace In Cuba. Insurgents and Spaniards
are both tired of the struggle and are In 'a
more willing mood now than they have yet
been to listen to reason and to viey, with-
out heat, suggestions looking to a peace
agreement. The spirit of compromise has
been awakened in both camps. Secretary
Sherman's flat-foot- ed opposition to all the-
ories and propositions looking to annexa-
tion has done a great deal to quiet Spanish
ill-feli- ng towards tho United States and it
has also dulled the edge of jingo enthu-
siasm, for behind the latter there lurked
an unmistakable desire to make Cuba ulti-
mately a part of this country, by peaceful
methods if possible, and through warlike
ways If necessary.

TRIAL OF DR. LI IS.

Cane Against the Alleged Filibuster
Given to the Jury.

BALTIMORE. Md.. March 25. Tho trial
of Dr. Joseph J. Luis, the allegetl filibuster,
whose name has been connected with that
of General Roloff In the "Woodall" expedi-
tion of June, 1S05, was concluded in the
United States Circuit Court here to-da- y.

The jury was instructed to render a sealed
verdict, which will be announced to-
morrow.

The testimony of the last three witnesses
for the prosecution who were examined this
morning was unimportant. On the an-
nouncement by District Attorney Marbury
that the government rested its case, the
defense, as was expected, stated that it
would call no witnsses. Judge Morris in
his instruction to the jury defined the
crime of conspiracy which, he ald, "If
proven holds each person in it liable for
whatever is done by any of the others in
carrying out tho unlawful purpose. Capt.
Hudson was a coconspirator, and his evi-
dence is to bo received with caution and
should not be received by you as conclusive
unless supported by corroborative facts. He
is a competent witness, but it is proper
that you should weigh his testimony and
scrutinize it with care. And so with re-
gard to other United States witnesses;
their bias and motives should be consid-
ered in determining the credit given their
sworn statements." He then added: "To
constitute a military expedition within the
meaning of this law. It is not necessary
that the men comprising it should wear
uniforms or have the organization usual in
a regular war. If you find that the enter-
prise in this case was of a military char-
acter, that is to say, it was not for any
peaceful purposes, but was for a military
service, with hostile intention against the
Spanish rule in Cuba; that they came in
a body from an out of the way from tho
coast of Florida, bringing nothing but their
arms and ammunition; that the arms and
ammunition were not undivided property,
but appeared to belong to a common stock;
and that they said they were going to
Cuba to fight the Spaniards these are facts
which, if found by you. arc sufficient to
warrant you in finding th expedition was
in fact a military expedition from the
Uailed States against Cuba."

The argument for the defense was made
by General Bradley T. Johnson and Mr.
Albert S. J. Owlngs, of this city.

WASHINGTON. March 2Z. The indica-

The application of the
law is felt in many intelligent quarters to
be too sweeping and to give the adminis-
tration too little latitude where it is
deemed essnt;il that officials should he in
lolitlcaI sympathy and accord with the
powers that be. Many of the changes
which are suggested come from some of
the very best friends of the merit system,
who wi?h to correct the statute where it
does not operate satisfactorily and is likely
to bring the law into ridicule or worse.
Some of the amendments which will be
oiTered or engrafted In bills are made in the
kindliest spirit and will not be apt to meet
with serious objections except from those
who conscientiously believe that any at-
tempt to tinker with the law will be a dan-
gerous opening wedge which may encour-
age successful attacks on its fundamental
principles. Some of the criticisms which
have been directed against civil service in
the House and Senate during the past few
days have alarmed, not a. few who have
the matter greatly at heart and have con-
tributed In no small degree In the up-
building of the system. It is not believed,
however, that the law in Its main bearings
is In the slightest danger.

In compliance with a resolution of the
Senate the commission has prepared a
statement relative to the application of the
civil-servi- ce rules to river and harbor
operations. After referring to the exten-
sion of the service to this work the com-
mission says: "It Is manifest that, so far
as the commission Is concerned, there has
been since May 6. lS!t. no cause for delay
or embarrassment In filling vacancies In
the engineer department at large or in
tarrying on the operations in charge of
that department. As for the future it is
not seen how the provisions of the eivil-servi- ce

who has interested himself so much
In international bimetallism. Expressed the
opinion to-d- ay that the recent action of
Japan In attempting to depreciate silver
would hasten International action to re-Mo- re

the equality of the two metals and
made the following statement giving his
reason fcr this belief:

"The monetary situation in Japan Is not
only interesting, but most far reaching and
perhaps not generally understood. The re-

sult which Japan seeks is to make per-
manent the depreciation of silver in relation
to gold and to preserve thereby the ad-
vantages which this depreciation naturally
gives to Japanese agriculture and Japanese
industries and It Is not In any sense an at-
tempt to equalize values. There was a time
in the history of the United States when
we might have taken a step identical with
that which Japan now proposes. If. during
the years of our civil war. when our money
was worth but Jfl per cent, of the gold
ct liar, we had by law declared that hence-forth our dollar-shoul- d be of the value ofW cents only in gold, our legislation wouldhave been parallel with that which Japanevidently intend. We chose to follow a
different path. The action of Japan ac-
cords In a measure with that of Austria afew years since, and with the action pro-
jected In Russia with this difference: Aus-tria forced the permanent depreciation ofits money, measured in gold, to the extentof some Pi per cent.: Russia will establisha reduction of about 3.1 per cent. In thevalue of Its rouble, while Japan proposes
to permanently depreciate its exchange,relative to gold, so as to lower the valueof the yen to about 4S cents on the dollar.The action of Japan must not be construedas an attempt to establish and maintain agold standard; it Is simply an attempt topreserve the economic advantages whichhe at present enjoys because of the goldpremium which exists in Japan, and this atthe expense of the great commercial coun-
tries of the world which have heretoforemaintained the stability of their coinage as
well as their linancial integrity. Of course.tt the present price of silver, measured bygold, the result of the action of Japan
would be to drive all its silver out of thatcountry. It Is premature, however, to at-tempt to forecast the full effect of her ac-
tion In this respect. The course of Japan
must. In my opinion, only serve to hasten
tome agreement between the leading com-
mercial nations of the world looking to a
settlement of this question upon an inter-
national basis."

Senator Jones, of Arkansas, chairman of
the Democratic national committee, has re-
cently reeelveu two letters from England
regarding the prospects of bimetallism by
international agreement. One of them says
the gold standard is more firmly fixed inKngland now than ever before and theother says that the times seem to be very
favorable for bimetallism and expresses
the belief that in case the United Statesshould make the proper effort that bimetal-
lism might be brought about.

sistory court of the diocese of I?..uoii as-

sembled to-da- y in the old chapel of St.
Paul's Cathedral in order to determine the
question of the restoration of the log of
tho Mayflower to the United States.

The chancellor of the diocese. Dr. Thomas
II. Tristran, Q. C, presided in wig and
gown. United States Embassador Bayard
was represented by Arnold Stratham, a
barrister, who opened the proceedings by
reading a petition from Mr. Bayard in be-

half of the President and citizens of the
United States which set forth the history
of the book and the presumptions as to

"how it came into the possession of the see
of London. It was stated a precedent to
this friendly act was to be found in the
action of the Philadelphia library in 1SG7

in restoring live manuscript volumes which
were only part of the archives of England,
for which Lord Romllly, the then master
of the roll, formally expressed the thanks
of England. Mr. Bayard's petition was
cordially indorsed by the bishop of London.

Mr. Stratham then called H. F. Lee, legal
secretary of the bishop of London, who un-

dertook in behalf of Mr. Bayard to use
every means in his power to safeguard the
lot? and deposit the same in Pilgrim Hall.
Plymouth. Mass., or some other safe plfce
selected by the President of the Unked
States, and also to deposit a photographic
copy In the registry of the diocese of In-do- n.

Continuing, Mr. Stratham said that
this was an unusual petition, not brought
by a single person, but supported by a
large body of public feeling and the Presi-
dent and numerous learned societies of the
United States. In short, he added, the
petition was brought by the whole of a
great nation Jiving in the greatest amity
with Great Britain, and without even Mr.
Bayard's undertaking he felt sure that
America would so treat 'it. This was of
world-wid- e import, as it would safely be
transmitted to successive generations on
national and public grounds.

The chancellor then sient ninety minutes
in examining Mr. Lee, reading long ex-

tracts trom the book, which he examined
with a magnifying glass, debating upon the
obscure dates, etc. Ihe chancellor asked
if New England was part of Massachusetts
and counsel and Mr. I,ee were unable to
answer the question. Thereupon the chan-
cellor said: "Is there nobody present aole
to answer the question?'

The question was then answered by a
representative of the Associated Press, who
said that Massachusetts was part of New
England. The chancellor asked if Plym-
outh was in Massachusetts and the Asso-
ciated Press representative assured him
that it was.

Later the chancellor read a long argu-
ment, during which he set forth that the
log was part of large numbers of manu-
scripts in Fulham palace relating to the
English possessions in the American col-
onies, which before the Declaration of In-

dependence formed part of the diocese of
London. In the history of the diocese, the
chancellor continued, there was but one
precedent to a itltion such as this on the
ground that it was a matter of public in-

terest. In IKTkS. he explained. Ixrd John
Russell petitioned the diocese of lyindon to
restore to France the will and codicils of
Napoleon I. The present application
dlftered from that of Lord Russell because
the log of the Mayflower, being a register
of births, marriages and deaths, concerned
the property of the descendants of the pil-

grims. Their interest must be safeguarded,
and the court would therefore follow the
custom prevailing when a new diocese is
offset from an old one. In which ease the
registers of births, deaths and marriages
was transferred to tho new diocese. He
added: "I order on the undertaking given
by Mr. Bayard to place the log in a fit
place where persons concerned can have ac-
cess thereto and a proper certified copy be-
ing deposited at Fulham, that the original
be given up to Mr. Bayard for transmission
to the President of the United States, ami
that the copy of this judgment, under seal,
be sent with the book whenever Mr. Bayard
or some one of the United States embassy
can' attend. In the meanwhile it will re-

main in the diocesan strong room." 1

After these proceedings the representa-
tive of the Associated Press had an inter-
view with the archbishop of Canterbury.
Dr. Temple, who said: "it was always my
desire when bishop of London to restore
the log. which has been handed down by
successive bishops, and . which h is always
been guarded in the most strict manner. In
fact. Americans were so fond of it that my
predecessors kept it In a secret drawer to
which thJ bishop only had the kej--. I am
glad the book is returning to America. It
will be another evidence of our sincerity,
admiration and love for America and our
desire to draw the two nations closer to-
gether."

The bishop of Iondon will deliver the
book to Mr. Bayard personally.

Comment! of the Pre.
LONDON. March 2tJ. The Times, com-

menting editorially this morning upon the
decision of the consistori.il court to pre-

sent the original log of the Mayflower to
the State of Massachusetts, says: "Every
one will rejoice that so considerable an au-

thority finds it possible to gratify a natural
desire of the American people. Yet it must
not be supposed to be a light thing tinus to
nart with documents having: a natural sig
nificance." Proceeding to argue '.hat while
the manuscripts which Philadelphia re-
turned to Knsland concerneil Knsiand
alone, t,he Mayflower document was as
much a part of English as American his-
tory. The Times continues: "It is the
more necessary to claim full credit for such
acts of courtesy and friendship because the
act of the American Senate renders it lm- -
lHJssible to draw the countries together by
the stronger tonds which our government
has shown itself rtady to forge."

The Dally News editorially descriles the
gift as a graceful act. and adds: "English
interests will be abundantly satisfied by the
copies of the log which are retained; and
senatorial amcnumcnls will look more fool-
ish than ever when this precious volume
goes across the seas."

CHAMBERLAIN TO KIUGEIt.
The llrltinh Secretary Send a. Protest

to Ooin Paul.
LONDON, March 25. There Is increasing

uneas'ess in regard to the Transvaal
situation. The Birmingham Post, the or-
gan of Joseph Chamberlain, secretary of
state for the colonies, says it hears that
Germany will send 3.WK troops to south-
west Africa at the end of April, and that
a special German envoy will.be sent to in-

terview President Krugcr. of the Trans-
vaal, and President Steyn. of the Orange
Free State. It Is elsewhere rejortcd that
owing to the preparations for eventualities
in the Transvaal the arrangements for the
Anglo-Egyptia- n expedition to Khartoum
have been suspended. Olliclals here express
strong belief that if President Kruger per-
sists in his claims for indemnity as a re-
sult of the Jameson raid into the Transvaal
serious trouble will ensue.

Filled with American Gold.
ROME. March 25.-- The Pope's mass in

the throne room of the Vatican to-d- ay was
attended by one hundred visitors, of whom
thirty were American pilgrims. mostly
clergymen from New York. Massachusetts,
Connecticut and New Jersey, conducted by
Father Throop. After mass, the Pope,
seated in front of the altar, permitted the
pilgrims to kiss his foot, addressing to each
a few words which were translated by
Father O'Connell. rector of the AmericanCollege. Father Throop, in behalf of the
pilgrims, presented his Holiness with a
white skull cap filled with gold. The Pope
ordered the gold to be deposited on thealtar, gave his own skull cap to FatherThroop and replaced it with the new one.
His Holiness did not make a speech, but
.addressed a few simple words to each of
the pilgrims, and he accorded the priests
of the party the privilege of bearing the
papal benediction to their parishes on their
return to the United States. While thepilgrims were lunching at their hotel at
noon the Pope sent Father Throop a large
silver medal and an eftlgy of his Holiness
with the inscription: "Commemorative of
the Episcopal Jubilee of Leo XIII." The
pilgrims will re-emh- for the United
States at Genoa on Saturday next.

ACCII1EXT OX A WAR SHIP.
Thirty Ilrltlnh 111 ne Jackets Injnred

by an Evplonlon of Torpedoen.
NEW YORK. March 25. A dispatch to

the Herald from Malta says:' An explosion
which would have had fearful consequences
if it had happened in the interior of the
vessel occurred to the British first-cla- ss

cruiser Theseus while practicing outside
the harbor with torpedoes, which exploded
as they were being lowered to the ship's
launch, injuring thirty men. The Theseusimmediately returned and the injured men
were landed at the Naval Hospital. While
two men had the ir legs carried off, narrow
escapes are recorded, one man having hisgarments blown away without being hurt.
Of the injured, one died to-da- y.

H. M. S. Theseus is a first-cla- ss cruiser
of 7..""iO tons, and was built at Blackwell,
England, in 12. at a cost of ' 347,577. Her
length is ;V) feet and she has 12.000 horsepower. She goes twenty knots an hour,
carries twelve guns and a crew of 5H men.

LONDON, March 2C A dispatch to the

Times from Berlin says It Is believed there
that the political crisis brought about by
the refusal of the budget committee of the
Reichstag to meet the naval demands of
the government has ended, the government
having decided to refrain from pressing its
demands for cruisers at present in the hope
that these will be voted next year. Admiral
Von Hollmann therefore has withdrawn
his resignation. Meanwhile Herr Krupp
will build two cruisers, at his own cost, in
the confident expectation of finding a ready
sale fcr them elsewhere even should theReichstag again refuse to vote a govern-
ment appropriation for them.

He finds by an examination of the
returns of Consul General Collins for the
last quarter that. Instead of being worth
$31,000 or $40,000 a year, the london con-
sulate is now worth only $10,000 or 112.000,
and his soul is greatly stirred up thereby.
Some of the Senators to whom he has
talked take tho ground that Secretary
Olney had no right to cut off the fees with-
out substituting some other form of com-
pensation for the consular corps, because
the salaries were fixed bv Congress uion
a basis of remuneration through fees, and
it will be impossible for many of the con-
suls, particularly in Europe, to live de-
cently upon their salaries alone. Others
think it would make a scandal if the Presi-
dent should revoke the order of his pre-
decessor. General Osborne is frank enough
to admit that the President does not think
it good policy to revoke Mr. Olney's order
except upon the recommendation of Con-
gress.
